EAT HALF POUND 
OF HEAT A DAY 


Average 
D a:iy 
Consump­ 
tion in United States Is 
55,000,000 Pounds. 


Cb tea ga.—Between 
55,000,000 
and 
00,000,000 pounds of meat aud meat- 
tjredacts are consumed daily by the 
people of the United States, accord­ 
ing to a statem ent issued by the In­ 
stitute of tlie American Meat Packers. 
Consumption of meat in the Inst year 
averaged 165 pounds per capita, or 
half a pound a person a day. 
In ad­ 
dition the lard utilized in this country 
represented 15.8 pounds per capita. 
The daily meat ration of eight ounces 
is made up of about 2% ounces of beef, 
i ouuees of pork, 2-5 of rib ounce of 
veal and bi of an ounce of lamb. 
“ Virtually all of the meat eaten in 
the United States is produced here,” 
says the institute. 
“b ast year only 
34,(X>0,000 pounds of meat were import­ 
ed—considerably less than I per cent 
of <fur domestic production, and only 
about enough to last our population 
through breakfast and lunch. 
“Exports of meat In the last year, 
consisting almost entirely of pork and 
lard, 
approximated 
1,750,OOO,(XX) 
pounds, w orth $240,000,000.” 
Discussing the wide range of tastes 
in meat, the Institute points out that 
Hie preferences are in a general way 
geographical, although there are ex­ 
ceptions to this* rule that cannot be 
explained. 
Minneapolis and St. Paul, 
for instance, although Twin Cities, pre­ 
fer beef cuts of different qualities. 
There Is a kind of local atmosphere 
about 
taste 
in 
meats 
which 
is 
as 
marked as local accent, suys the insti­ 
tute. 
Sectional Differences in Taste. 
“Sectional differences of taste long 
have been well known in the meat 
trade,” It is said. 
“It is a manifesta­ 
tion that hitherto has been observed 
without anyone bothering very much 
for an explanation. 
In fact, explana­ 
tion is not easy. 
How, for instance, 
can any one explain that, in the Twin 
Cities, Minneapolis, though having a 
greater trade in heavy-fed cattle than 
St. Paul, nevertheless consumes on its 
own tables a leaner beef titan St. Paul? 
A Minneapolis retail butcher usually 
takes a dressed beef animal which 
weighs 150 to 200 pounds less than 
does ids neighbor across the river. 
“Boston, as a market unit, may ne 
said to consume the heaviest beef of 
any city. 
A lighter meat is required 
the further one goes south along the 
coast. 
‘Consumptive 
demand 
varies 
greatly among the populations of dif­ 
ferent sections of the country / to 
quote from ‘The Packing Industry/ a 
Study by experts of aspects of the 
meat industry, included in tile busi­ 
ness training publications of the Chi­ 
cago University Press. 
“'There is, in addition, an interesting 
diversity In the balance of various 
classes of meat Within the diets of peo 
pie living in different parts of our far­ 
thing country. 
And there is, as prob­ 
ably every one would divine, a consid­ 
erable difference in the ratios of meat 
eaten by urban and rural dwellers. 
City and town folks eat more beef, 
veal and mutton than country folk, but 
the big outdoors asserts its influence 
in tile matter of pork, for here coun­ 
try consumption runs clear awny from 
city records, 
“Four years ago a nation-wide can­ 
vass was carried out which is accepted 
as tile best available guide on this 
matter. 
As is well known, the United 
Slates 
Department 
of 
Agriculture 
maintains a staff of reporters all over 
the country. 
Most *of these men were 
asked to ‘make careful estimates of 
the i»er capita consumption With sub­ 
division of tin* people of their district 
into urban and rural, and estimates 
for each class; the request was for 
pounds of dressed weight as would be 
sold by tile butcher. 
The results of 
this inquiry were confirmed by other 
national statistics.

lect his property. 
The weather was 
cob: and w e t: the fatigue and ox 
posit re were too much for si man past 
the Biblical allotment of three score 
and ti it. 
On his return lie stopped 
one night sit the home of William 
Worth. It was March and tile day had 
been cold and raw. 


Prayer Im presses Host. 
The sage refused to sit at the fain 
I Iv table, instead eating a bowl of 
bread and milk beside the fireplace, 
lie also declined the bed offered him. 
preferring, true to Ids nature and con­ 
victions, to sleep with a quilt and pil­ 
low on the floor. 
Before retiring for 
Hie night he asked Mr. Worth per 
mission to road aloud from the Bible 
and to conduct family worship. 
He 
read: 
“Blessed are t lie poor in spirit 
for theirs is Hie kingdom of heaven; 
blessed are they that mom a. for they 
shall be com forted; blessed are tile 
meek, for they shall inherit the earth,” 
etc. 
He then offered a prayer which 
made an impression on his host so 
profound that lie never forgot it. 
According to Mr. Worth, the old 
man prayed “for all sorts and cond! 
tions of men, that righteousness might 
lie pi a de clear unto them. t lint savin; 
grace might be freely given to till na 
tions. that the Iloiy Spirit might guide 
and govern all w'ho profess and call 
themselves Christian; 
that all 
who 
Were afflicted 
in mind. body or estate 
might he comforted and relieved, and 
thai all might at last come to the 
knowledge of the truth and in the 
world to conn* have* happiness and 
everlasting life.” 
* 
'Die next morning Johnny had a 
high fever; pneumonia had set in dur­ 
ing tile night. 
Doctors were called, 
the patient put to bed and everything 
possible was done to relieve him. 
But 
the doctors said the case was hope­ 
less—nothing could be done for the 
dying man. 
All those who saw Ii im in 
his last hours afterw ard testified that 
they never before saw any man so 
cairn and self-possessed on the thres­ 
hold of eternity, 
Ile smiled sweetly, 
with prayers on his lips, as his life 
faded out. 
Tills was in 1847: Johnny was then 
seventy-two years old, 
Mr. Worth and 
ids neighbors buried him tit tile foot 
of a natural mound in tin* corner* cl 
David Archer’s private graveyard near 
Fort Wayne,—New York World.

Use of Alfalfa Favored 
for Fattening the Figs 


The usual ration of corn and tank­ 
age for fattening pigs can he great­ 
ly Improved in efficiency If the pig^ 
are given some alfalfa hay. This fact 
was recently established by the South 
Dakota Agricultural college. An an 
alysis of the feed records show that 
tlie largest amount of hay was con 
sinned by the pigs when they were un 
der 150 pounds In weight. 
The experiment included two lots of 
six 
pigs each, averaging 04 pounds 
each at the start. 
One lot received 
corn and tankage, self-fed, and made 
a dally gain of 1.33 pounds per pig 
One hundred twenty-one days were re 
qulred to reach an average weight 
of 225 pounds. 
The second lot received alfalfa in 
ddition to the corn and tankage. The 
average daily gain per pig was 1.05 
pounds, and an average of 225 pounds 
w as reached in 98 days, which was 33 
days earlier than the first lot fed onl\ 
corn and tankage. 
The alfalfa lots 
-• *wed a marked advantage in thrifti- 
uess and in economy of gains.
